Pine  Manor  is  a non-profit,  two-year,  liberal  arts 
college  for  young  women,  located  in  Wellesley, 
Massachusetts,  just  to  the  west  of  Boston.  Its  enroll- 
ment is  small  enough  to  permit  the  president,  his 
administrative  staff,  and  the  faculty  to  work  closely 
with  students  on  affairs  of  the  campus. 


Bradbury  and  Hopekirk  are  two  of  the  larger 
student  residences. 


Almost  all  of  its  250  students  live  in  small  residence  halls 
scattered  about  the  edge  of  its  hundred  and  fifty  acre  campus. 
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Most  academic  classes  take  place  in  Westlea 
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Informal  counseling  is  as  important  in  a dean’s  life 
as  office  appointments. 


The  college  places  great  emphasis  on  the  value  of  mastering 
modern  languages.  Each  year  some  students  choose  to  continue 
their  studies  in  programs  at  Paris  or  Madrid. 


Courses  in  public  speaking  build  confidence  in 
addressing  groups.  Work  on  college  publications 
supplements  a strong  program  in  English. 


Activities  in  the  creative  arts  give  direction  to  imagi- 
nation, enthusiasm,  and  individual  talents. 
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Study  in  the  appreciation  of  art  ap- 
peals both  to  the  talented  and  to 
those  without  specific  skill. 


Students  interested  in  music 
carry  courses  in  theory  and 
lessons  in  organ,  piano, 
violin,  or  voice. 
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Tenacre  Country  Day  School, 
one  of  our  sister  institutions, 
provides  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents with  an  unusual  oppor- 
tunity to  work  with  young 
children  to  test  their  interest 
in  teaching.
